ments, said: “The Liberals are aware that in- 
ternational obligations must be as 
long as the circumstances under which they 
were made remain unchanged, and we have 
felt from the beginning that one of the worst 
features of our mischievous and misguided for- 
eign policy was that its consequences do not 
cease fmmediately with the tenure.of the power 
of its authors, We know that the engage- 
ments a Government have éntered into 
must be respected, and I defy any 
one to put his hand on any state- 
“ment by any responsible leader of the Lib- 
eral Party to the contrary. We are asked what 
our policy will be. It is impossible to describe 
in its details the policy of the future, under cir- 
cumstances of which we can know nothing cer- 
tain, and of which we can only make a forecast. 
England’s policy should not be an imitation of 
the policy of any other power. There is no 
power in Europe except England which has not 
known the horrors of foreign invasion in the 
presentcentury. It is natural that the foreign 
policy of every other State should be greatly 
influenced by the dread of a recurrence of such 
disasters. Itis not to be wondered at that other 
States view with suspicion the policy and 
every movement of nationalities for the 
disturbance. of the balance of power, and 
I say that England, which is to & 
great extent free from apprehensions of this 
kind, may see unmoved a great deal that 
passes in Europe which naturally excites the 


suspicion and apprehension of other nations 
But while the heart of our Empire is the 
source of all its power and greatness, and en-

He informs the Secretary that after 
conferring with Gen. Merritt, he will return to 
the camp of the hostiles, and proceed thence to 
Chief Ouray’s home, at Los Pinos, (where he 
expects to arrive. on Oct. 30,) with a view to 
accomplish the other purposes of his mission, 
in which he hopes to be equally successful. Ho 
adds an expression of great hopefulness that 
further hostilities may be wholly averted.

Adams also reports that; after leaving the hos- 

tiles’ camp, he met Indian runners, Who reported

weeksago William B. Riddle was arrested on 
the eve of his removal to New-York with his 
card manufactoring business, upon a charge of 
poisoning his first wife, Abby J. Riddle, who 
died 17, months ago. As was remarked at the 


formed the basis of much gossip; but the au- 
thorities had little tangible evidence to support 
the theory, and wisely, no doubt, deferred ac- 
tion until very recently. By bis marriage ‘a

‘The body 
was exhumed, portions of the organs were re- 
moved, the remainder was reinterred, and the 
parts which had been selected for analysis were 
committed to the care of Prof. 8. W. Johnson, 
of Yale College, The first adjourament of the 
case was to Monday; Oct. 20, but-as Prof. John- 
son was occupied at New-Haven in the Stan- 
nard case, it was again postponed for a few days. 

The discovery of poison, of course, was the 
central fact around which the State intended to 
group alithe evidence; and it was necessary 


‘to await the result of Prof. Johnson’s experi- 


ments. -The remarkably good state of preser- 
vation in which the body was found, 
at the post-mortem examination,  en- 


couraged the expectation of finding poison, 
and that expectation. has. now been realized. 
Prof. Johnson informed City Attorney. Rip- 
ley yesterday afternoon that his first test, made 
with pure chemicals, obtained with mach difii- 
culty, upon a small portion of the stomach, had 
shown the presence of arsenic beyond a doubt. 
The analysis was qualitative, not quantitative, 
and he could not yet say either how much the 
arsenic weighed which he had discovered or 
how much would be found in all the parts of 
the body. yet to be examined. . Not being 
& practi physician either, he would not-say 
that there were indications of a fatal dose. But 
as a matter of fact, it seems that he discovered 
more in the same quantity of tissue than was 
found in. either Mr. Cobb’s or Mrs. Bishop’s 
body ; and the inference is very strong that 
death was caused by poison. Mr. Ripley 
has... insiructed the Professor to make 
an. exhaustive examination. Enough will 
probably be known by next Wednesday to form 
the basis for a committal to await the action of 
the Grand Jury, though the work of analysis 
will not be complete. The State will now col- 
lect the corroborating evidence which it has 
héretofore neglected.

The ideas which they hold deserve ‘the 
attention and, as we believe, the approval, 
of every honest citizen of Brooklyn. They 


are, in brief, that the entire machinery of 
administration in Brooklyn should be simpli- 
fied; that the various financial and fiscal 
départments—those of the’ Controller, 


Anditor, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, &c. 
~—should be consolidated ; that the finan- 


cial and every other important department 


of a purely administrative character should 
have a single head, and that these heads of 
departments should be appointed by the 
Mayor alone, without the intervention of” 
the Board of Aldermen... These, if «we un- 
derstand them correctly, are the views 
which Messrs. Wooprvrr and ScHROEDER: 
hold as to what can be and should be done to 
give their city a better and cheaper govern- 
ment. Of course; we do not claim that the 
election of these two gentlomen will bring 
about the adoption of these views, but itis 


it. To -have in the Mayor's office, and in 
the Sepate, men with clear and firm convic- 
tions in this sense, fitted by their official 
position, their personal character, and the 
respect in which they are held in the com- 
munity to command a hearing before the 
Legislature, is a great point gained. 

We ‘need hardly say to our readers that 
we regatd the measures which we have out- 
lined above as sound. We may say that 
they are absolutely indispensable to any 
real reform. Brooklyn certainly has sore 
enough need of reform. Its taxation pro- 
portionate to ‘assessed values is heavy ; its 
debt is unreasonably large ; its current ex- 
penditures are extravagant and ill-regu- 
lated in many points; its administration is 
clumsy, costly, and relatively to the sums 
spent upon it, extremely inefficient. We 
shall not now go into the question of party 
responsibility for this state of things. We 
are quite aware that the Republicans have 
not done as much as they might and should 
have done, with the power which they have 
obtained from time to time, and that the 
party record is by no means free from dis- 
creditable instances of narrowness, selfish- 
ness, and blundering. But, on the other 
hand, the Democrats have’ done nothing, 
and will do nothing, because their party is 
under the management of a clique at once 
arrogant and unscrupulous, which main- 


vantages of, patronage, and which could 
not adopt any adequate reform if 
it chose to do so without committing 
suicide. If there is to be any improvement 
in the management of the city business, it 
must be through the application of~- the 
ideas held by Messrs. Wooprvurr and 
SCHROEDER, and at this moment these gen-* 
tlemen are Republican candidates. There- 
fore, we strongly advise all citizens’ of 
Brooklyn who understand the need of re- 
form to vote for them, as we certainly 
should not do, if they did not hold these 
views, and if we did not believe that they 
would contribute to their embodiment in 
legislation. 

The common cause of nearly all the diffieul-. 
ties in the government of cities is divided 
responsibility, with the irresistible tempta- 
tion to political trafficking which arises 
under the present system of appointment. 
Asingle officer may occasionally do much 
good service, as Mr. Scuroxgper did, as 
Controller, in intréducing system, accurae 
and responsibility into his particular 2 
partment. Buta negligent or unscrupulous 
officer cannot be called to account, because 
he only shares, he does not control, 
any one complete department of the 
Government! He can always. lay 
the blame for defects or errors or wrong 
acts upon some one else’s shoulders. The 
absolute and imperative condition of re- 
form is, that this division of responsibility 


clearly and unmistakably and uniformly ac- 
countable for each department. The same 
principle applies to the appointment of the - 
heads of departments. This should be in | 
the hands of the. Mayor. If it wore, the: 
community would know when he made a 
bad ora good selection, and in the ease 
of a bad one, no one could or would 
stand between him and public opinion. 
Under the present system, the actual choice 
lies with the Board of Aldermen, that is, 
with a majority united by partisanship or 
by intrigue, practically removed from any

The Roman Catholics constitute about 
one-fourth of the population in New South 
Wales, and their Bishops began, a few 
months ago, to promulgate a series of pas- 
torals, in which the schools are denounced 
as godless, and as seed-plots of immorality. 
Their people are required to take their chil- 
drén out of them, This demand is enforced 
by the threat of a refusal to confirm the 
children who continue in those schools and 
to bury their parents, when they die, in 
consecrated ground. This demand of the 
Romish Bishops is earnestly resisted by the 
Protestant religious bodies, who are sup- 
ported by many of the Roman Catholics 
even, Probably the question will come up 
for diseussion in the local Parliament. 

A somewhat curious, not to say, divert- 
ing, chapter in the controversy comes to us 
inthe Syduey Herald for Sept. 3, in the 
shape of a pastoral, filling two columns of 
that journal, and emanating from “ t Roasr 
Bepz, Archbishop of Sydney and Metropol- 
itan.” As a part of his argument against 
the public schools, a contrast is drawn be- 

tween the condition of morals in the six 
New-England States, where the public 
school system has flourished, and in 
the States of Virginia, Maryland, 
Delaware, Georgia, North Carolina, 
and South Carolina—“ private school 
States.” It is allowed by this Prelate that 
there is much more secular enlighten- 
ment—that many more can read and 
‘write—in New-England than in the States 
last named; but this fallacious ad- 
vantage is neutralized, a hundred times 
over, by the dreadful demoralization of the 
Northern communities. Figures are given 
to show how many more criminals were con- 
finéd, on the 1st of June, 1860, in the 
Northern States on the hst than in the 
Southern ; how many more cases of suicide 
there were in the former than in the latter ; 
what a preponderance in the number of 
victims of venereal disease there was in the 
**public-school States,” and how many more 
insane persons were to be found in these 
unhappy communities. The Arehbishov 
thus proves to his own satisfaction by strict 
mathematics that public schools are a terri- 
ble curse—the prolific source of vice, self- 
murder, and madness, Alas, that figures 
should thus degeive! The Archbishop does 
not tell how many of. the criminal class in 
New-England were of Irish descent, 
over whom the public schools, if they 
attended them, had comparatively small 
influence. It would have been suggestive 
if he had found out bow large a portion of 
thetotal number of offenders against the 


“law: in these States are Irish Catholics. 


But the statistics, even for New-England, 
are, in the particulars to which he refers, 
not to be trusted. It is to be hoped that 
the new census, under the arrangements 
adopted by Gen. Waker, will give us 
surer’ results, 

As for the statistics of the compar- 
atively sparsely-settled States of the 
South, they are, as to these particulars, of 
very little value. The Archbishop deludes 
his readers, if not himself, by overlooking 
the fact that it is not the number of crimes 
punished, but the number of crimes com- 
mitted, that can be taken as an index of 
the state of morals. A great proportion of 
the commitments, for example, in the New- 
England. cities and towns, are for being - 
drunk. In States where drunkenness 
is no legal. offense, the jails -are, of 
eourse, empty of this class of tenants. 
Crimes growing out of unchastity give rise 
to another large list of criminal convictions. 
Where a numerous peasant population of a 
different color offers free opportunities for 
self-indulgence in this direction, where se- 
duction is no crime unless its object belongs 
to arestricted social circle, and is then pun- 
ished commonly by assassination, which 
the courts do not notice, there will be few’ 
imprisonments on this account. A great 
number of acts are punished by law in the 
North; a great number, too, of offenses 
grew ont of the necessary police arrange- 
ments of large towns in this section of the 
country, to which there is, for ‘the most 
part, no parallel in the “ 

States.” Take the matter of liquor-selling, 
on Sunday or other days. In one region it 
is punished by laws which forbid 
or restrict it; in ~the other re- 
_ mo such laws exist. | —

‘One Hundred,” and none but regularly- 
enrolled members are allowed to have any 
voice in the party management. As a mat- 
ter of fact, only a portion of the members, 
generally a minority, take any part in. the 
proceedings, and it is almost inevitable 


ing and dictating, And yet this is spoken 
of as the caucus method of doing things, 
and allits obvious evils are attributed to 
an American origin. One of the London 
weeklies speaks of these ‘‘ disreputable or- 
ganizations” as threatening to ‘‘ lower Eng- 
lish political life to the level of American,” 
which is equally severe on the Liberal asso- 
ciations and American politics. 


The working of the spurious “ caneus” in 
England has just been illustrated in the 
ease of Mr. Sergeant Simon, member for 
Dewsbury. That particular borough is dis- 
tinguished by the possession of a political 
body with the lumbering title of the ‘‘ Dews- 
bury Parliamentary Borough Joint Liberal 
Association, on the Birmingham Plan,” 
whose name alone ought to put in peril the 
Liberal ascendency which has long been es- 
tablished there. The Secretary of this 
formidable organization, which appears to 
be a machine of ‘Four Hundred” man 
power, lately astonished Mr. Smion—who 
has represented the borough for ten years 
and proposes to continue doing so on the 
old terms—by informing him that he had 
been ‘‘nominated as a candidate,” and ask- 
ing him whether he would “ allow his name 


“ submit to the decision of the association.” 
It will be hard for any American to findin 
this operation any analogy to the caucus 
method of making nominations. Mr. Smurow 
replied that he was ready to submit to the 
decision of the constituency, but not.to that 
of. the ‘Dewsbury Parliamentary Borough 
Joint Liberal Association, on the Birming- 
ham Plan.” 


The American caucus system, no doubt, 
has its faults and its evil consequences, but 
there is no justice in trying to saddle upon 
it any responsibility for the actual or poten- 
tial iniquities of the Birmingham plan. It 
may not be adapted to the requirements of 
English politics, though, with the extension 
of suffrage, the need is felt for some method 
of political organization; nor is it alto- 
gether manifest that the American “level” 
in polities, be it higher or lower, is chiefly 
due to the caucus, or that it would be raised 
by any imitation of the English way of vot- 
ing for candidates who put themselves 
forward with the aid of money and in- 
fluence, or are ‘sent down” by 
one or another of the great political clubs 
of London. As is well known, the English 
candidate for Parliament need not, and gen- 
erally does not, live among the electors 
who vote for him. He is not supposed 
specially to represent them or their inter- 
ests, or to know anything in particular 
about them, except as to the best means of 
securing their support at the election, but 
is designated by them to consult with some 
hundreds of others on the general interests 
of the whole Empire. Our members of Con- 
gress, on the other hand, are presumed to 
represent their constituents in a special 
manner, while they should be men capable 
of rising above mere local influences 
and having due regard for the gen- 
eral well-being. Both plans have 
‘their advantages. and ours is, to 
say the least, less likely to bé superseded. 
In the selection of eandidates, our theory is 
that the general preference of the party 
should be expressed, just. as in the election 
of a member the choice of the constituency |

Itis by no means the: first time that a 
criminal court has been made a school of 
science and the means of vonveying knowl- 
edge to the public on subjects with which 
only scholars are ordinarily acquainted. 
The value of the instruction 1s often marred 
by the fact that experts of about equal 
authority are called on opposite sides and 
induced to testify in. contradiction of each 
other ; but even then the information is eli- 
cited, and different views and opinions are 
presented which enable the jury and the 
studious public to arsive at the best and 
latest scientific conclusions. It is from 
courts of law that much popular instruction 
has been derived on the subject of anatomy, 
the composition of the blood, the nature 
and effects of different poisons administered 
either as medicine or with criminal intent, 
and on psychology and nervous and mental 
derangement. Insanity has, indeed, be- 
come quite a popular study through murder 
trials, and several varieties and shades 
mental diseasé have been brought to notice 
by expert testimony on the: witness stand. 
Very much of what is. generally“ known of 
morbid psychology, and the abnormal and 
erratic working of the human organism has 
been revealed in court. 

But it is seldom that criminal cases are 
the incentive for new investigations and 
are actually used to extend the borders of 
seientific knowledge. Experts are ordinari- 
ly expected to. tell only what is known, and 
give the results of studies already made. 
It isa novel thing to employ a scientific 
man to make new discoveries, to ‘travel in 
search of fresh data, to conduct experi- 
ments and establish results unknown before, 
with a view to an actual advance in human 
knowledge, to be applied to a ease yet to be 
tried, If this practice were to become 
common, it is obvious that it is capable of 
indefinite extension. Hereafter, we may 
not merely have scientific and professional 
experts called to the witness stand to give 
the jury.and the public the advantage of 
their special knowledge, already acquired 
in the schools or the study, but they 
may be employed to make new researches 
and work out results never before reached, 
for the purpose of throwing light upon 
some mysterious matter in human conduct 
or settling doubts that seem impenetrable. 
Thus, we may yet have discoveries of great 
pith and moment brought ont through the 
agency of the criminal courts.

THE TENDENCY OF MODERN PHIL- 
OSOPHY. 


_ For some time the evolutionists and sci- 
entific investigators have been having mat- 
ters pretty much their own way in the field 
of philosophy. They have assumed to base 
all their reasoning on the established facts 
of science, which nothing but ignorant pre- 
sumption could venture to deny, and have 
announced their conclusions as something 
for which they were in no way responsible. 
Diselaiming. every predilection except a 


desire to reach the truth, they have 


given us to understand that whatever 
inferences are to be drawn from their teach- 
ing are the inevitable result of the nature 
of things. If the tendency is to practical 





striving, there can be no doubt that the sei- 
entific philosophy which has gained such an 
ascendency of late does tend to a fearful de- 
moralization. Thismay bea temporary phase 
in human expe ience, but it is not an im- 
aginary one. <A high order of intellect may 
find sufficient reason for lofty motives, for an 
exalted standard of conduct, and a cheerful 
acceptance of the situation which life pre- 
sents, though there be no creator but force 
and matter acting upon each other, no su- 
pervisor of human. destiny but immutable 
laws, no prospect before us but to pass 
through the relentless mill of conscious 
existence and then cease. But the great 
mass of mankind need something more. 
They must have hopes that are not bounded 
by the narrow horizon of their earthly lot, 
and motives drawn from some other source 
than they can find in the harsh ex- 
perience to which they are con- 
demned. So far as they come to accept 
in fatal earnest the philosophy presented 
to them as:the last results of science, they 
will become material for devouring diseon- 
tent, and at once the instruments and vic- 
tims of revolutionary struggles without end; 
for, if death ends all and it is all of 
life to live—and that will press upon their 
minds as the one grand result of science 
and philosophy>-why should the hand of 
the assassin hesitate when there are great 
wrongs to be righted? why should suicide 
be a matter for dread? what are the petty 
penalties of human jurisprudence, that they 
should deter from violence?; why, indeed, 
should man not make the most of the situa- 
tion by grasping all he can get and wreak- 
ing his passions against the hateful barriers 
to which there is no beyond? This state 
of mind would never be produced in a 
philosopher or a thinker, but the mass of 
human kind are not philosophers and think- 
ers, and it will be fortunate if, until they 
become. so, there shall be something for 
them'to hold upon and something to hold 
upon them, besides the philosophy of those 
to whom science is all in all.

Almost any man of capacity and inde- 
pendent spirit who has reached middle age, and 
been continuously employed by others, must re- 
gret that he did not in early life enter into 
some sort of business for himself.

By far the greater part of the 
pauperism, vagabondage, and lack of occupa- 
tion in the country now and in the past, comes,, 
and has come, from the inability or indisposi- 
tion; strengthened by long ‘indulgence, of the 
mass of people to push and manage their own 
fortunes, instead of trusting them to the direc- 
tion and dictation of others.

HE BEATS SLOSSON EASILY IN THE 


MATCH—MAKING 3,000 POINTS. 

Jacob Schaefer, billiard champion, and George 
F. Slosson, last evening, in the Madison-Square Gar- 
den, closed their big game of 3,000 points, played 
under the Collender Challenge Cup rales for $4,000 
and gate-money. It resulted in a victory for 
Schaefer by a lead of 396 caroms. Slosson appar- 
ently accepted his defeat gracefully, and shook hands 
with bis vanquisher as if the rivalry between them 
had been swept entirely away.. Tne play of the 
evening waa often brilliant, Schaefer playing par- 
ticularly well, in fine form, and steadily. At 
the outset of the play, Schaefer bad the same ad- 
vantage he possessed on Friday night, but failed to 
take material advantage of, namely,a position onthe 
rail for the nurse play, at which both he and Sloason 
are so expert. Before the players arrived the cloth 
of the table was pressed with a hot iron, after being 
earefully brushed. These preparations were just 
completed when George Slosson and his brother en- 
tered together, firston the ground as usual. The 
atmosphere of the. Garden was raw, and they 
walked briskly together to keep themselves 
warn. Schaefer came in at 8:11 o'clock, 
in a cardigan jacket, ‘and, the balls be 
ing replaced, the champion opened play on 
the rail at 8:12 to complete his unfinished 
forty-fifth inning. He lost the rail almost immedi- 
ately, and*‘narsed” to the left on the lower rail to 
regain position. He counted 71 caroms, and then 
slipped up on a massé, his seore being increased to 
2,056.
